We' ve gone from something around less than 2,000 in
1977 to close to 8,000 in 1985, a quadrupling of investigations
in child abuse. I don't think we can assume from that that
we' ve had four times as much cases of child abuse. We simply
have become more aware and less tolerant of child abuse in thi s
state so we are now trying to take the steps necessary to deal
with that problem all the way from increasing the n umber o f
workers investigating complaints to increasing the attorneys in
the Attorney General's Office to prosecute t hese ch i l d abuse
complaints. I t hink this Legislature has shown its compassion
and concern for the children of this state in objection and
opposition to the abuse of those children,and I am ve ry pr o u d
of this Legislature for that. There i s anot h e r han d ou t I' ve
passed out about child abuse prevention month,and I a l s o wa n t
o say that this is the Week of the Young Child. In fact, in
about 45 minutes there will be a parade and a ce r emony o ut o n
the steps of the Capitol recognizing this as the Week of the
Young Child so i t 's most appropriate that today we recognize
Child Abuse Prevention Nonth and the Week of t he Y o un g Ch i l d .
